As long as 
the test vehicle remained with- 
in the confines of the wire- 
loop, the voice continued its 
traffic-conditions message, fad- 
ing away only when the car 
had traveled the system's 
sphere of influence. 

In an emergency situation, 
a patrolman could combine his 
two-way radio and the tele- 
phone connection to dictate a 
message into specific loops 
that in turn could warn drivers 
of impending danger.

Another innovation of par- 
ticular interest to those of us 
who use the hunt-and-peck 
method on our batered Under- 
woods was unveiled in this 
area on the Fourth. 

It's called skytyping, ‘a rev- 
olutionary departure from the
